NO BASIS FOR TAL 
OF STF GASOLINE 
BUT, IEKES SA 


Says Eastern Motorists 
Will Get as Much as Pos- 
sible—Report of 2 1-2- 
to-5-Gallon Allowance. 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP).— 
Petroleum Co-ordinator Ickes as- 
serted today there was “no justifi- 
cation” for anticipating that East- 
ern motorists would be limited to 
as little as two and one-half to 
five gallons of gasoline a week. 

However, heads of five war agen- 
cies did tell motorists today that 
“motoring-as-usual is out” and that 
the Government no longer would 
risk lives of American seamen” so 
someone will have: gasoline to go 
to a bridge party or a ball game.” 

The 2% to 5-gallon figures had 
been mentioned as likely under the 


May 15, but Ickes told his press 
conference, “If we are able to carry 
out our plans there will be no 
such cut.” He added: 

“We refuse to believe that peo- 
ple will be put on such short ra- 
tions. Our objective is to supply 
as much gasoline as possible.” 
Ickes said he knew of no such 
figure having been discussed and 
noted that Henderson’s announce- 
ment of the card rationing plan 
did not contain the 2%-to-5-gallon 
figure. 

OPA Sources’ Figures. : 

Semi-official estimates of the 
probable ration allowances in the 
East had ranged from this figure 
to 25 gallons a month. Some Of- 
fice of° Price Administration 
sources, not speaking officially, 
still clung today to the 2%-to-5 
estimate and said it might well be 
less. Ickes, however, declined to 
forecast what the official figure 
would be, remarking that “we 
can’t see very far ahead.” 

Ickes foresaw the likelihood of 
increased prices for gasoline and 
fuel oil in the East, saying that 
the petroleum industry had esti- 
mated its costs had been increased 
by $300,000,000 annually.

JAP PLANES RAID

The heroic exploits of individuals 
and units operating thousands of 
miles from their American bases 
and within Japanese waters be- 
come known only after some time 
has elapsed.

enemy. 
Many Amazing Stories. 
Many amazing stories of the 
war in the Pacific may not be re- 
vealed until peace comes. 
Operations thrilling in their 
magnitude may have become quite 
commonplace before the secrecy 
is lifted. For instance, the mass 
movements on a phenomenal scale 
of troops, supplies and aircraft to 
Australia becomes a “regular serv- 
icé,” simple, fast, safe and effec- 
tive, before the story can be told. 
The United States forces in the 
Pacific are fighting on the surface, 
in the air, and under the sea in 
what strategists term a war of at- 
trition.

OF LAST RAID ON 
UPS ON BATAAN 


Pilot Took Up Only Re- 
and Machine-Gun En- 
emy, Landed in Dark.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 


Army Air Force 
fought to the end on Bataan Penin- 
sula and, with the Japanese only a 
few miles away, sent its last flyable 


plane into the air to attack and at- 
tempt to check the enemy’s final 
advance. 

That plane was flown by Lieut. 
Jack Donalson of Tulsa, Ok., who 
has arrived safely in Australia. He 
told this story of his flight: 

“The last days on Bataan were 
pure hell. The Japs bombed our 
field day and night, plastering our 
headquarters dugouts, gasoline 
stores, munitions dumps, and every- 
thing else in the vicinity. 
“The night raids did little dam- 
age, but kept us from sleeping or 
repairing our few remaining planes. 
“On April 8 the Japanese com- 
pleted their break-through along 
the shores of Manila Bay and were 
driving rapidly toward our last air 
field at the southeastern tip of 
Bataan. We had a single plane 


left. 

One-Man. Raid. 
“It was decided to make an effort 
to check the Japanese and I was 
chosen to fly the plane, a pursuit 
plane. * 
“I loaded the ship with light 
fragmentation bombs, filled the 
guns with ammunition, and 
hopped off in the early evening. 
Flying up the eastern (Manila Bay) 
shore of the peningula, I was over 
the Japanese position within a few 
minutes. 
“IT located the enemy advancing 
on foot and in vehicles down the 
coast road and dove on the col- 
umns, letting go my bombs at a 
Jow altitude and returning to 
strafe the lines until my ammuni- 
tion was exhausted. 
“The Japs quickly opened fire 


plane. I felt several bumps but did 
not believe I haf been hit badly. 
“I circled and dove for about an 
hour altogether and then, with 
bombs gone and guns empty, head- 
ed for another point where I had 
been ordered to report. I never 
had been there and didn’t have a 
map, but believed I could find it 
in the dark. 

“After a long flight IT was over 
what I believed was my destina- 
tion, but everything was blacked 
out completely. So I circled, gun- 
ning my motor frequently in the 
hope that the ground force would 
recognize a friendly plane and turn 
on the lights. 

“After a while they did and I 


down the landing gear and wing 
flaps, but found neither would 
work. The hydraulic machinery 
had been shot away over Bataan. 

“The plane.had only a 10-minute 
supply of gasoline left, so I had to 
land. After three or four passes I 
slowed the ship down as much as 
possible, set her down on her belly, 
and climbed out unhurt.” 

Donalson was brought to Aus- 
tralia by the raiding force under 
Brig. Gen, Ralph Royce which 
bombed the Philippines earlier this 
month. During January and Feb- 
ruary the Oklahoman was among 
the air corps men who fought 
with rifles in the jungles of 
Bataan’s west coast, and in early 
March he took part in the air raid, 
on Subic Bay in which several Jap- 
anese transports were sunk.

—Baker Recalls Flyer’s Father Complained 
‘Boy Had ‘Too Much Dutch in Him’.

Down around Eighteenth and 
Sidney streets, one of those typical 
South Sst. Louis neighborhoods 
where the dusty red-brick build- 
ing fronts rise straight up from 
the edge of the sidewalk, where 
there are no front lawns, and no 
trees at the curb, the kids have 
given up playing cops and rob- 
bers. 

‘The game there, in recent weeks, 
has been shooting down Japanese 
planes. This is the neighborhood 
where “Butch” O’Hare was born 
and spent the first 16 of-his 28 
years. 

Not only the youngsters at the 
Fremont School, where Lieut. Com. 
Edward H. O’Hare went through 
six grades, but their elders, who 
remember the unassuming, well- 
mannered boy from the days when 
he hung around the bakery of 
Christ Jaudes, waiting for the 
sweet rolls and tarts which were 
never long denied him, are all ex- 
cited about the exploits of the 
Navy's No. 1 hero. 


All Will Be Out for Parade. 
They'll all be downtown at noon 
Saturday for the parade and cere- 
mony at which St. Louis will honor 
the boy from their neighborhood 
who won world renown by shoot- 
ing down six Japanese planes in 
one afternoon, and some of them 
will be disappointed if he doesn’t 
find some time in the course of his 
brief stay here to drop around 
and give them a first-Nand ac- 
count of his adventures. 
On the southeast corner of 
Eighteenth and Sidney, where 
Bellefontaine street cars, rumbling 
downtown on the wavy one-way 
track, jog first to the right, then 
to the left to cross Sidney street, 
stands Com. O’Hare’s birthplace.

at Jaudes shop, 


From an old album he produced 
faded pictures showing O’Hare as 
a pudgy boy of 11 and others show- 
ing him paddling a canoe at about 
the age of 16, a muscular, heavy- 
set youth with the broad shoul- 
ders of a professional strong man. 


“T knew him from the day he 
was born,” says Jaudes, proudly, 
“and there was never a drop of 
mischief in him. He wouldn’t even 
steal the heel off a loaf of bread, 
as his. sisters would wh their 
mother sent them to the store.” 


Jaudes’ 8-year-old son, Bobby, 
basks in the reflected light of the 
hero’s glory. The day after Com. 
O’Hare’s exploit became known the

The pictorial evidence that his 
family knew O’Hare “when” gave 
Bobby a unique standing among 
his schoolmates. — . 
Teachers’ Recollections. 

Bobby’s teacher, in the third 
grade, is Mrs. Anna Lynn, who 
taught O’Hare in either the third 
or fourth grade, she is not sure 
which: She remembers that the 
boy spent a good deal of time in 
Florida with his parents and 
thinks he learned as much’ from 
his travels as he did from books. 

Others of O’Hare’s old teach- 
ers are still on the staff at Fre- 
mont. There is Miss Frieda Stahl- 
er, in the fourth grade, who says 
most of her current events classes 
lately have been given over to ad- 
miring discussions of the neigh- 
borhood’s hero. O'Hare, she re- 
members, was a “fine boy,” and 
stood out among his fellows. Miss 
Clementine Ruge remembers him 
in the same fashion. 

Barber Remembers, Too. 

If no man is really a hero to his 
valet, the adage doesn’t hold true 
for his barber. A. J. Niederkorn, 
who trimmed young O’Hare’s hair 
for nine years, counts that as one 
of his chief claims to distinction. 

“He's our A No. 1 hero,” says 
Niederkorn, the “A” representing 
the Eighteenth and Sidney, special 
supplement to a designation al- 
ready conferred by the nation at 
large. . 

“He was the kind of boy that 
always thought twice before he 
said anything once,” said Nieder- 
korn. “For a quiet fellow he real- 
ly did his stuff against those 
Japs.”

Rayburn 
then telephoned Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell, who has said he would 
declare martial law in Wentzville 
when work is resumed, and in- 
formed him of the postponement. 

Officers of the State Guard, 
which would be called out if mar- 
tial law were declared, were on 
hand at the Wentzville site this 
morning, as were six workmen who 
had not learned of the additional 
delay, but there was no disturb- 
ance, 

The Farm Security Administra- 
tion, which is building the 100 pre- 
fabricated houses for TNT plant 
workers, notified the contractors 
last Saturday that work could be 
resumed today. 

However, Virgil Bankson, labor 
specialist with the FSA regional 
office in Indianapolis, told the 
Post-Dispatch the notification was 
merely an authorization, not a 
command, to start work.

Sent to Workhouse for Lack 
of State License, Goes Back 
on 17 Other Charges. 


Ollie Shaw, Negro, operator of a 
wildcat taxicab, who was released 


this morning after 90 days in the 
Workhouse for failure to have a 
State driver’s license, was free only 
long enough to appear before Po- 
lice Judge George J. Grellner, who 
sent him back for another 90 days.

WICKARD ‘EXPECTS 
SURPRISING F 00D 


SHORTAGES NU 


America Would Lack Many 
Common Products If It 
Could ‘Ship All Goods 
Needed by Allies. 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP). 
~The United States may have 
some surprising food shortages 
through meeting the increasing 
wartime demands of the United 
Nations. 

Senators said Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wickard disclosed this sit- 
uation at closed sessions of a Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee re- 
viewing House action in slashing 
more than 30 million dollars from 
cash budget estimates for the Ag- 
riculture Department in the com- 
ing fiscal year. 

Several Senators quoted Wick- 
ard as saying that a shortage of 
shipping space was the chief ob- 
stacle now in the wartime effort 
to keep this country and its Allies 
well fed. Later, he said, some farm 
production shortages may develop. 

If the United States could ship 
all the food required or requested, 
Wickard said shortages probably 
would develop in dairy products, 
fats and oils, meats and some oth- 
er abundantly common products. 

In connection with surplus 
stocks of cotton, wheat and corn 
now held by the Government as 
a result of price-supporting loan 
programs, Wickard urged Senators 
to remove a House provision in 
the farm supply bill prohibiting 
sales below a full parity price. (A 
parity price is one computed to 
give a farm product the same rela- 
tive purchasing power it had in a 
past period, usually 1909-14.)

LONDON, April 23 (4P).—Brit- 
ish bombers, reopening their 
weather-interrupted air offensive, 
attacked objectives in the Rhine- 
land and docks at Le Havre last 
night, the Air Ministry — —“ 
today. 

Four of the abtacking aircraft 
are missing. 

German broadcasts said an air 
raid alarm was sounded at Copen- 
hagen last night and that residents 
of the Danish capital’ conducted 
themselves “in exemplary fashion.” 

A Stockholm report said explo- 


‘gions, believed to be anti-aircraft 


fire, were heard from the vicinity 
of Copenhagen by persons on the 
Swedish coast. 

The raids followed the two-hour 
smash on the French cost near 
Boulogne by Commandos early yes- 
terday. 

Heavy guns on the English Chan- 
nel coast—emplaced both to coun- 
ter German long-range artillery 
and challenge German shipping— 
boomed across Dover Strait about 
midnight and continued firing at 
frequent intervals for about 30 
minutes. 

A high British aviation source 
said that on six nights between 
March 20 and April 20 the R. A. F. 
plastered Germany with a greater 
weight of explosives each night 
than the Nazis loosed on Britain 
in the entire month. 

The Germans dropped barely 
more than 250 tons of bombs on 
Britain in 33 nights, while on one 
night alone R. A. F. raiders dropped 
more than 1000 tons, he said. 

Today is the Feast Day of St. 
George, the patron saint of Eng- 
land, and the twenty-fourth anni- 
versary of the British naval raids 
which had as their object the 
blocking of the Zeebrugge entrance 
of the Bruges Canal to Kaiser Wil- 
helm’s Flanders submarine flotilla 
in the World War. 

Newspapers stressed the Com- 


mando raid on Boulogne and Car- |- 


ried many pictures of St. George’s 
legendary fight with a dragon. A 
year ago England was being at- 
tacked night after night by power- 
ful German air squadrons; Ply- 
mouth and London were hard hit. 

The Daily Express commented 
editorially on the change. 

“Not so long ago we gazed with 
anxiety at the French coast, so 
near and so bristling with threat- 
ening German invaders,” it said. 
“Now we look at the same coast 
and brandish our fists. We are 
full of the spirit of attack in- 
stead of defense.” 


NEW YORK, April 23 (AP). —! 
Argentine.seamen sailed the dam- 
aged 8000-ton tanker Victoria into 
port yesterday, and their stories 
left little doubt that the neutral 
vessel had been attacked by a sub- 
marine 300 miles east of Cape Hat- 
teras last Friday afternoon. * 

A Navy spokesman in Washing- 
ton said it had “undoubtedly been 
torpedoed.” First reports of the 
damage to the year-old, $1,000,000 
ship left uncertain whether it was 
attacked or had struck a mine. 

Capt. Felix G. D. Salomone, skip- 
per of the Victoria, which was 
making its first northward voy- 
age, said he had just reached the 
radio room when a crash shook 
the ship and a great column of 
water rose at the bow. 

Although knocked down, he 
heard the ship alarm sounded and 
returned to the bridge to order the 
identification flags broken out. 
The crew of 39 took life boat sta- 
tions. 

The ship did not settle immedi- 
ately, and officers discussed the 
possibility of remaining aboard. 
About an hour later, however, the 
ship was struck again. Capt. Salo- 
mone said he saw a great column 
of water and noticed a dull yellow 


flame on the port side of the hold, 

dam-jaft of midships. He immediately 

ordered the vessel abandoned. 
After drifting two nights and a 


day, the captain’s life boat was 


picked up by a United States war- 
ship, and a few hours later they 
were taken back to the Victoria, 
which was still afloat. 

The Victoria was the second Ar- 
gentine ship attacked since the 
war began. The 3425-ton Uruguay 
was sunk by a German submarine 
off Spain May 28, 1940. Since the 
United States entered the war neu- 
tral Argentine vessels have trav- 
eled with lights on and uncon- 
voyed. — 

Capt. Salomone said he learned 
from Fred Throughton, an Ameri-

for the Victoria, that the other life 
boat had been picked. up by an- 
other American warship shortly 
after dawn April 19 and returned 
to the tanker. They started the 
engines and began emergency re-

The ship flew the Argentine flag, 
and had‘ the flag and the) name 
“Argentina” prominently painted 
on the sides. The afternoon of the 
attack the skies were clear ane 
sunny, he said.

Carboloy is used in small quantities; it is diff- 
cult to make and difficult to use—but it has 
never been scarce in modern times. There is no 


scarcity now. 


Invented in Germany—Krupp Protected by 
U. S. Patents ... Cemented carbide was in- 
vented in Germany—it belonged to Krupp of 
Germany, and this made all the rest of the 
world Krupp’s customer. In this country, Krupp 
was protected by patent grants from the United 


States. 


‘General Electric Creates Independent Pro- 


duction . . . The General Electric Company 
two years before this had begun research on 
tungsten-carbide and foresaw its importance in 
industrial production. For immediate use in its 
own plants and for easier availability to others, 


‘General Electric undertook the long and ardu- 


ous negotiations for the American rights. Lim- 
ited rights were obtained in 1928 with Krupp 
continuing to export the material to its United 
States customers, a business which languished, 
however, as General Electric painstakingly de- 
veloped its own Carboloy technique. This paved 
the way for General Electric to make the United 
States entirely independent of Germany for its ce- 
mented tungsten-carbide supply as early as 1936.

were involved. Krupp originally exported 
cemented carbides in chunks—and was unsuc- 
cessful. General Electric—and its subsidiary, 
Carboloy Co., Inc.—found it necessary to develop 
a complete engineering and manufacturing ser- 
vice, making various types of Carboloy-equipped 
tools, training men in their use, and offering to its 
customers a specialized and successful produc- 
tion technique. For purposes of fair comparison, 
a typical German cemented carbide tool, in 
1928, cost $22.26 in the United States, while a 
comparable American — tool cost $11.11. 


Loss to General Electric for Many Years—-. 


Art Taught to Industry ...In times of peace 
—and 1928 was such a time—the,measure of 
success of industrial adventure is to be found in 
profit to the adventurer.

In the North Atlantic theater, 
production is actually going on in 
the United States, Canada and the 
British Isles. 

The principal line of communica- 
tion is that from North America 
to the British Isles with a branch 
to the Arctic ports of Russia. The 
British Isles form in themselyes a 
strong base of operations against 
Germany and German-occupied ter- 
ritories in Western Europe. 


However, it must be clearly kept 
in mind that in Europe this year 
the main effort of the United Na- 
tions is bound to be that of the 
Russian armies and air forces, and 
therefore sound military principle 
requires that all other operations 
should be made subsidiary to this 
main effort. 


Value of Iceland. 


American and British help to 
Russia can be both direct and in- 
direct. Direct help in the form of 
munitions and supplies moves in 
this area through the Arctic Ocean 
to the ports of Murmansk and 
Archangel. To keep this route 
open requires the defense of the 
United Nations advance base in 
Iceland, the protection of the con- 
voys moving over the route, and at- 
tacks on German bases as oppor- 
tunity offers. 


Iceland is a necessary point of 
support also for the line of com- 
munications to Great Britain, on 
which depend not only the develop- 
ment of air and other offensives 
from Great Britain against West- 
ern Europe, but also the supply of 
raw materials to the British war 
industry and even the supply of 
food to the British people. 

The military problem of the 
North Atlantic is thus basically 
concerned with keeping a steady 
flow of shipping moving between 
North America on the one hand 
and Iceland, the British Isles and 
the nérthern ports of Russia on 
the other. 

The enemy will certainly seek to 
attack this line of communications 
in every manner open to him. His 
main effort probably will be direct- 
ed toward the destruction of ship- 
ping, which is the bottleneck which 
constrains Allied effort in every 
part of the world. His principal 
weapons for this purpose will be 
the submarine and the long-range 
aircraft, though the use of surface 


warships must be expected when- 


ever the gain seems worth the |: 


gamble. A considerable force of 
Allied naval vessels and aircraft 
will thus be tied up in the North 
Atlantic for the protection of ship- 
ping. Offensive operations against 
the bases from which the German 
submarines and aircraft operate 
seem likely to be undertaken; the 
British raid on St. Nazaire is 
doubtless but a foretaste of what 
is to come in this respect. 


Land Attack Possible. 


The island of Great Britain will 
also be the base for the Allied air 
offensive, already growing in scope 
and power and directed against 
German military and industrial in- 
stallations in Germany and Ger- 
man-occupied térritory. Aircraft of 
longer range and greater carrying 
power, using bombs of larger size 
and greater effectiveness than 
those of 1941 will be employed. 
Considerable numbers of American 
aircraft can be expected to join 
the Royal Air Force in these op- 
erations. Besides continuing to 
carry out the admirably planned 
British offensives against German 
industry, special air offensives co- 
ordinated with the Russian cam- 
paign will undoubtedly take place. 
Also an intensification of the com- 
mando raids on various coastal 
points may be foreseen. 


Beyond this, however, we may 
expect to see combined operations 
of even larger scope directed 
against Western Europe. There 
are now considerable numbers of 
thoroughly trained and equipped 
troops in the British Isles which, 
given sufficient shipping, could 
certainly conduct a strong offen- 
sive against any one of several 
points in Western Europe. With 
the Germans hampered by their 
Russian necessities, the necessary 
air superiority should be easily ob- 
tained at any point where it is 
needed. 

Again, however, it is to be noted 
that such an offensive should be 
planned in co-ordination with Rus- 
sian efforts in the East; the selec- 
tion of the time and place is of 
first importance. 

The Germans are already begin- 
ning to feel the pressure of a real 
war on two fronts. While there is 
still every reason to believe that 
they are planning a major offen- 
sive in Russia, to be opened as

One of the great values of such 
a raid, of course, is to stimulate 
the Nazi fear of an invasion, There | 
is a salty tang to the bold deeds of 
the Commandos, and even their 
name rather reminds one of the 
devil-may-care buccaneers of the 
old Spanish Main. There is a 
sort of inevitability in their raids 
which you may be sure has its 
effect on the enemy morale. 

A constant prodding of the coast 
by the Commandos certainly would 
compel the Nazis to man the de- 
fenses strongly, from Norway down 
to Brest, for fear that one of these 
black-faced expeditions might be 
the spearhead for a major landing. 

This would have the effect of 
making Hitler defend two fronts at 
once—something which every com- 
mander dreads and which the Nazi 
chief especially fears in view of 
the terrific pressure from the Red 
Army.

HE following story of life on 
T corregiaor Island in ‘Manila

CORREGIDOR, P. I., April 23. 
QNSTANT bombing from the 
C skies and cross-fire of heavy 
artillery from Bataan and Ca- 
vite have failed to dampen the 
fighting spirit of the men on the 
island forts at the entrance to Ma- 
nilA Bay. These men—jungle- 
toughened doughboys, hard-hitting 
Marines and sailors, and ever-alert 
and ever-ready coast artillery and 
anti-aircraft gunners from all 
walks of life and all parts of the 
United States—just grin and bear 
it. 3 
Their commander, Lieut. Gen. 
Jonathan M. Wainwright, himself 
a hard-riding cavalryman, reports 
that there is not a “softie” in his 
outfit. They have suffered a lot 
of hardships and they know there 


are more ahead of them, but they: 


pride themselves on the fact that 
they can take it. Life on Corre- 
gidor is not a Sunday school picnic.

They are carrying on in the best 
American tradition. They find 
time for a great deal of joking, en- 
tertainment and amusement, de- 
spite the fact that there are no 
movies, dances, baseball games, 
drug stores, clubs, parks or parties 
on Corregidor. 

The limited stocks of food are 
being conserved and rationed. 
Nevertheless, each soldier gets 
enough to eat, good, simple food, 
but nourishing. Men find plenty to 
do when not manning guns or on 
watch. Some of them are affecting 
beards, for the razor blades are 
running short. Old issues of maga- 
zines and newspapers are read and 
re-read until they are literally all 
worn out. Books at the post library 
are in great demand, and even the 
duller, technical volumes are show- 
ing signs of wear. 4 

Playing cards seem ‘to be en- 
dowed with some sort of immor-. 
tality, and despite almost congtant 
use are in fairly good condition, 
with every game from solitaire to 
blackjack being played... Home- 
made checker boards are in use 
throughout the island. Obviously 
week-end trips to Manila, Tagaytay 
and Baguio are out, but the men 
on the fortified islands enjoy cool 
breezes rarely found in the tropics. 
They have daily views of sunrise 
and sunset unsurpassed in the 
world. 

Being face to face with eternity 
every hour of the day has inevi- 
tably turned the thoughts of the 
soldiers to religion. Church serv- 
ices are held regularly, and almost 
all who are not on duty attend.

Ten years ago the business of that corporation 
had declined rapidly for several years, profits had 
dwindled, and the outlook was unsatisfactory. We 
felt that a new management for the corporation was 
necessary and, through our majority control of its 
stock, were instrumental in effecting a change in the 
management. A short while ago, we received a letter 
from the manager appointed ten years ago, pointing 
out that the 1941 sales of the company were the high- . 
_est of any year in its history, and that profits, before. 
taxes, were also at record figures. 


This story is an interesting commentary on one of 


the most difficult problems that confronts a person 
whose estate. consists largely.of close corporation 


this problem: 


stock. ‘The disposition of close corpdration stock 
isn’t an easy problem to solve, and there is’ no assur- 
ance that the results will be as satisfactory as in the 
true story just cited. There are several approaches to 


Ist—If the active head of a business has a grown 
son or other member of his family associated with him 
in the business and capable of stepping into his shoes 


and managing the business, the problem is easy. The 


solution is to leave stock outright to that individual 
and to leave stock in trust for other beneficiaries not 
actually engaged in the business. 

2nd—If there is no one to succeed him in the busi- 
ness, the principal stockholder may enter into an 
agreement with his business associates to purchase his 
interest upon his death. This purchase agreement may 


be financed by life insurance and the plan made effec- 
tive through a business insurance trust. This is an 
ideal solution in many cases, but ‘may not be practical 


if the stockholder is uninsurable or if the prospective 
purchasers are unable to pay for the insurance neces- 


sary to finance the deal. 


3rd—lIf neither of these methods is practical, then 
the close corporation stock may be left in trust. 

Although the third solution has disadvantages, in 
many Cases it is the only practical plan. Obviously, a 
trust company is handicapped in the management of 
an individual business such as.a bakery, jewelry store, 
lumber company or factory. Its officers aren’t bakers, 
jewelers, lumber men, etc., and it isn’t in a position 
to assume direct management of a business except 
temporarily in an emergency. What a trust company 
can do.in such a situation is to: “check-up” on the 
results of the actual. management of the business, to 
see that sound financial policies are followed, to ad- 
vise with the management on problems that may 
arise, and; if it becomes necessary, to change the 
management and replace it with a more competent 
one. This:service can be very valuable and may mean 
the difference between success and failure of the 


business. 


Even though the principal stockholder of a cor- 
poration has a son or other member of his family 
capable of carrying on. the business, it may be ad- 
visable to leave the shares of other membets of ‘the 
family im trust and thereby have an impartial trust 
company in a position to look after the interests of 
beneficiaries who are not active in the business. When 
there is no member of the family able to carry on the 
business, it is doubly important to have a trust in- 
stitution in a position to act as a check upon the 
management, to Advise it in reference to financial 
matters, and to look after the interests of the bene- 
ficiaries who are financially interested in the business 
but have no active part in the management of it.

De Carvalho’s 
wishes were scrupulously respected 
and landing parties threaded their 
way past two reefs that make 
’s inner harbor dangerous to 
the point indicated on the shore. 
There the Australian Maj. Spence 
and the Dutch Lieut. Col. Nico W. 
Straten landed their men while 
Detiger and Leggetts continued ne- 
gotiations with the Governor.

Charlies M. Hay Asks for Better 
Legislators and Fair Pay. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Post-Dispatch is to be commend- 

ed for launching what I hope will be 
@ successful movement for the nomina- 
tion on both party tickets of the strong- 
est possible candidates for places in the 
Missouri Legislature. 

No finer service could be rendered to 
St. Louis and to the State by the two 
major parties than for both to nominate 
strong and upstanding men for the Leg- 
islature. In my judgment, the fate of 
the whole ticket of either party in the 
November election in this city will be 
determined largely by the quality of its 
nominations for the Legislature. 

Along with a campaign for the nom- 
ination of strong legislative candidates 
should go a vigorous campaign to adopt 
the pending amendment to increase the 
pay of the members. That amendment 
proposes to raise the pay from the pres- 
ent contemptible figure of $5 per day for 
the first 70 days and $1 per day for each 
day thereafter to $125 a month for the 
entire: term of two years. 

That should be sufficient to make the 
position reasonably attractive to com- 
petent and worthy-men. While such a 
salary would not be an absolute guar- 
antee against the election of unfit men, 
it would undoubtedly encourage the can- 
didacy of a substantial number of men 
of first-rate ability. 

This action on the part of the people 
would tend in my judgment to put mem- 
bership in the Legislature on a more dig- 
nified basis and would tend to increase 
respect for the office, both on the part 
of the people and also the members 
themselves. 

For such just complaints as we have 
had against the conduct of some of our 
legislators in the past or against the 
Legislature as a whole, the people are 
largely to blame. If it be charged that 
we have had cheap service, it must be 
admitted that we have made a cheap bid 
for service. What do the people expect 
for the niggardly compensation we have 
thus far been willing to pay? 

Despite the cheap bid we have made, 
the State has at every session of the Leg- 
islature had the service of many able 
and thoroughly conscientious men who 
have rendered fine service, not because 
they were paid a good salary, but because 
they were themselves sincerely devoted 

to the public interest. It is grossly un- 
fair to ask any such men to make the 
sacrifice necessary to render the kind of 
service they have rendered for the mere 
pittance that we have paid. 

We should set ourselves to the ac- 
scomplishment of these two things: 

First, nomination and election of high- 
ly capable and honorable men. 

Second, adoption of the amendment 
which, to a reasonable extent, at least, 
will fairly compensate them for the serv- 


ice expected of them.

This case is an important one, and only the ten-

a virtual judicial blessing on racketeering. ina form 
that laymen will find in obvious conflict with the 


Federal Anti-Racketeering Act. Justice Byrnes gave 
the majority opinion in which Justices Black, Reed. 
Frankfurter, Douglas and Murphy concurred. Jus- 
tices Roberts and Jackson did not participate. Only 
Chief Justice Stone opposed the decision. 

The case arose from the conviction, after a six- 
week trial, of New York Local 807 of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stable- 
men and Helpers ‘of America and 26 individuals for 
violating the anti-racketeering law in connection 
with the loading and unloading of transport trucks 
in New York City. Since Justice Byrnes wrote the 
majority opinion, let him state the salient facts: 

There was sufficient evidence to warrant a 
finding that the defendants conspired to use 
and did use violence and threats to obtain $9.42 
from the owners of these “over-the-road” trucks 
for each large truck and $8.41 for each small 
truck entering the city. These amounts were the 
regular union rates for a day’s work of driving 
and unloading. ‘ 

There was proof that in some cases the oyt- 
of-state driver was compelled to drive the truck 
to a point close to the city limits and there to 
turn it over to one or more of the defendants. In 
other cases, the money was demanded and ob- 
tained, but the owners or drivers rejected the 
offers of the defendants to do o¢ help with the 
driving or unloading. 

And in several cases, the jury could have 

found that the defendants either failed to offer 
to work or refused to work for the money when 
asked to do so. Eventually, many of the owners 
signed contracts with Local 807. 
Notwithstanding this clear record of racketeering 
—of muscling in, of threats and intimidation, of 
violence, even of refusal to go through the motions 
of giving services in return for 'payments—Justice 
Byrnes and the majority found no violation of the 
law. They admitted that “professional rackets have 
sometimes assumed the guise of labor unions,” that 
unions “can be misdirected and become agencies 
of blackmail.” But, after reviewing the history of 
the anti-racketeering legislation, they said: “Con- 
gress plainly attempted to distinguish militant labor 
activity from the other and to afford it ample pro- 
tection.” Thus six Justices were able to conclude 
that “it is not our province either to approve or dis- 
approve such tactics.” 

Chief Justice Stone would have none of this rea- 
soning or of the majority’s findings. The head of 
the Supreme Court saw a violation of the law in 
the very purchase of immunity through payments, 
“even though the defendants stood ready to unload 
the trucks in the event that they were hired to do 
so.” To quote his dissent: 

The character of what the drivers and owners 
did and intended to do—pay money to avoid a 
beating—was not altered by the willingness of 
the payee to accept as wages for services ren- 
dered what he in fact intentionally exacted from 
the driver or owner as the purchase price of 
immunity from assault, and what he intended 
so to exact whether the proffered services were 
accepted or not. 

It is no answer to say that the guilt of a de- 
fendant is personal and cannot be made to de- 
pend upon the acts and intention of another. 
Such an answer if valid wouid render common- 
law robbery an innocent pastime. For there can 
be no robbery unless the purpose of the victim 
in handing over the money is to avoid force. 

It is a contradiction in terms to say that the 
payment of money forcibly extorted by a puyee 
who is in any case a lawbreaker, and paid only 
to secure immunity from violence, without es- 
tablishment of an employment relationship or 
the rendering of services, is a good-faith pay- 
ment or receipt of wages. 

The Chief Justice found it necessary to spend 
little time with the majority’s argument about the 
protection which Congress intended to give labor 
unions. He, too, reviewed the record, and it dis- 
closed no suggestion by a labor leader or a member 
of Congress when the statute was under discussion 
“that the compulsion of such payments is a legiti- 
mate object of a labor union.”

dive bombers and training planes, had failed to turn 
out a single complete craft. ; 

The cause of this wretched record was neither 
labor. trouble nor sabotage by the admittedly large 
number of alien employes, said Capt. George C. 
Westervelt, who assumed charge of production. The 
plants have been taken over on the President’s order, 


apparently because of a case of bungling management. 


Although this is the first time in this war that 


Washington has had to replace incompetent indus- 


trial executives, England has had to do so on several 
occasions. With arms of all kinds desperately needed 
by Great Britain, continued errors of management in 
certain plants’ only seriously diminished output, 
but became public scandals which seriously damaged 
morale. 

In a normal peacetime economy, the laborer who 
cannot handle his job finds himself out in the street. 
Under the grim exigencies of war, a similar standard 
of efficiency has been established for management. 
In the last war, America saw the railroads taken 
over for a like failure to live up to their respon- 


. sibilities.

soon as weather and road con- 
ditions permit, they are taking ex- 
traordinary defensive measures in 
the West and they may be able to 
find the means for some offensive 
of their own directed toward the 
dislocation of the Allies’ plans.

Field Marshal von List, 
the well-known German blitzkrieg 
expert, is reported to be in Nor- 
way, where he is said to have re- 
ceived reinforcements bringing his 
total force up to 17 divisions,. in- 
cluding at least two armored di- 
visions. An attack from Norway 
against Russia probably would re- 
quire the violation of the neutral- 
ity of Sweden, and this might in- 
troduce a wholly new element into 
the war if the Swedes saw fit to 
resist. The reported heavy defen- 
sive measures taken by the Ger- 
mans at Bodo and. Trondheim 
would be perfectly consistent with 
such a move, as they would be in- 
tended to prevent the obvious 
Allied counter move of an invasion 
of Norway to take List in the rear.

Canterbury Cathedral. 

“If the Christian movement and 
all hopes connected with it” are

Fred |feated,» the new Archbishop de- 


clared, as sunlight streamed 
through stained-glass windows 
which bear the mark of Hitler's 
bombs. 

“It is our duty as Christian citi- 
zens to do our best toward win- 
ning the war that we may keep 
open the possibility of a Christian 
civilization,” he said. 

Dr. Temple was named Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, last Feb. 22 
to succeed Dr. Cosmo Gordon Lang, 
who resigned Jan. 21 at the age 
of 78 with a request that he be re- 
placed by a younger man. 

Dr. Temple has been known as 
an outspoken social reformer and 
one of the most progressive lead- 
ers of the Church of England. He 
formerly was Archbishop of York. 

Dr. Temple asserted that a Ger- 
man victory would mean abandon- 
ment of international fellowship 
“under allegiance to our Lord.” 

“This is no guess.” he said. “It 
is the declared policy of the Ger- 
man State and follows of neces- 
sity from its principles.” 

He said the present era was 
marked by “more intense and 
fiercer competition, conflict and 
war betwen larger and ever larger 
concentrations of power.” 

This is no time, he said, for the 
Church to take refuge, “morally if 
not physically returning to the 
Catacombs.” 

The one active force of hope for 
the future is “world-wide Christian 
fellowship,” he added,

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CARE OF FATS, OLS 
WARTIME ‘MUST 


Homemakers Can Find Many 
Uses for Leftover, Drippings 
—Storage Essential. 


Taking good care of fats and 
oils is a wartime “must” for every 
cook. With farmers making an 
all-out effort to produce enough 
fats and oils this year for ourselves 
and for shipment to our allies, 
homemakers will need to make the 


Here are some suggestions along 


Watch for Waste. 

There are many ways to waste 
fat. Look first for the most ob- 
vious, the wastefully big pats of 
butter, the fats that are actually 
thrown awagy. ‘The practice of 
pouring bacon grease or drippings 
down the sink, for instance, is 
wasteful in addition to being a 
plumbing nuisance. Leftover fat 
is wasted if it is stored improperly, 
just as is any fat. Fat is also 
wasted if it is put into products 
that are so poorly or carelessly 
made that they go uneaten. 

Fat is also wasted when foods 
that need a lot of fat are served 
too frequently. These include such 
foods as pastries, doughnuts, cro- 
quettes and other deep-fat fried or 
sauted foods. 

There are a number of other 
foods besides the all-fat products 
that supply us with fat. 
the high-fat foods are fat meats, 
fat poultry, fat fish, nuts, choco- 
late, coconut, cream, egg yolk, nut 
butters, olives and avocadoes. 


Use Economically. 


Measure fats carefully. Not only 
is it waste to use more than you 
need, but too much fat makes 
cakes oily and can cause them to 
fall, makes unappetizing greasy 
gravies, sauces and soups. 

Good way to measure less than 
a cupful of fat is to use a measur- 
ing cup with some water in it. If 
you want to measure one-third cup 
of fat, fill the measuring cup two- 
thirds full of water—then add fat 
and push it under the water until 
the water comes to the level of 
the cup top. Pour out the water 
and you have an accurate one- 
third cup of fat. 

Find the most economical fat 
to suit your purpose. Although no 
fat is suitable for every use—many 
fats are suitable for the same uses. 
And when their suitability is equal, 
it’s only sensible to buy the less 


expensive. 
For deep fat frying, suitable

fat, and scrape off any bits of 
meat and other material which 
may cling to the underside.. 

How to Store Fats. 

Store all fats in a closely cov- 
ered container, in a dark’ place, 
and away from strong flavored 
foods. Table fats should. be kept 
very cool; the refrigerator is the 
best place. Most cooking fats 
should be stored in ‘a cool place 
also, although there are some types 
of hydrogenated fats and com- 
pounds on the market which keep 
well at room temperature. . Store 
left-over’ fats and drippings as 
carefully as commercial fats.

drippings. For shortening, you can 
use almost any fat or oil with a 
bland flavor. Every cook is her 
own best judge of fat for pastry. 
Watch Temperature, 

Don’t spoil fats and foods cooked 
in fats with too much heat. The 
unpleasant odor of smoking fat is 
a warning that the fat is breaking 
down chemically. Food cooked in 
smoking fat will be harder to di- 
gest—may be irritating to the di- 
gestive tract. And once fat reaches 
the smoking point it gets rancid 
more quickly when you save it to 
use again. 

Fats differ in “smoking points.” 
That’s one of the reasons that only 
certain fats are suitable for deep 
fat frying where temperatures must 
be high as well as just right. Many 
cooks like to use a thermometer to 
test the temperature of the fat. 
Correct temperature control not 
only helps save the fat for future 
use—but it is one assurance 
against soggy or grease-soaked 
fried foods, 

Every time a fat is heated, its 
smoking point gets lower. So you'll 
want to watch the fat more closely 
the second time than the first. Par- 
ticles of food left in fat will also 
lower the smoking point. 

When you fry with butter, drip- 
pings, or any fat with a relatively 
low smoking point—be even more 
careful. Have the heat moderate. 
To melt butter or oleomargarine 
for sauces or to add to vegetables 
—heat over very low heat. Aw ex- 
cellent way to melt the butter is 
to put it in the top of a double 
boiler or a pan set in warm water. 

Save Fats. 

Many fats may be saved and re- 
used. Keep bacon fat and drip- 
pings for seasoning vegetables. 
Properly cared for, the fat used 
for deep fat frying may be used 
a number of times. Strain the fat 
through several thicknesses of 
cheesecloth or other clean white 
~ 84 before you put it away .each 

me 

Every bit of surplus fat, unless 
it’s too strong in flavor or has 
been scorched, may be saved and 
used for cooking. Any surplus fat 
trimmed off at home, suet, pork, 
lamb and chicken fat—may be 
ground or cut into very small 
pieces and rendered down. To ren- 
der small quantities of fat, heat 
in a double boiler. Cover and stir 
occasionally. When the fat is all 
melted, strain it, and store it. 

Clarifying fat will free it from 
objectionable odors, tastes, oF col- 
ors in most cases, Here is a way to 
clarify the fat you have rendered 

as suggested above, or left- 
Over fat in which you have cooked 
strong-flavored food.

Finesse Ruins 
South's Hand 


By Ely Culbertson | 


HE finesse seems to be the 
TT patural enemy of every bridge 

writer. 
words have been poured out by 
columnists to the effect that, be- 
fore risking a doubtful finesse, 
every other method of play should 
be considered. Sometimes these 
“other methods” are dark and de 
vious, but when there is available 
a straightforward play such as de- 
clarer had in today’s hand, there 
is no excuse for a premature fi- 


West opened the diamond king. 
Without this lead there would have 
been no chance whatever for th¢ 
declarer to lose his contract. Even 
with the 
had to work hard to meet defeat, 
but he managed to achieve that 
distinction. The diamond ace won 
the first trick and trumps were 
immediately drawn. Then, prob- 
ably obsessed with the thought 
that a successful heart finesse 
would give him all the tricks, de- 
clarer led to dummy’s jack. East 
gleefully pounced with his king 
and returned a diamond, while 
North moaned piteously. 

I cannot say that I blame North 
very much, South had been guilty 
of one of the worst of all possible 
errors: He had taken a finesse 
before making a perfectly safe in- 
vestigation of another line of play. 
That line, of course, was to try 
for a club break. After drawing 
trumps, declarer should have led 
three rounds of clubs, ending in 
dummy. If both defenders followed 
to all three, dummy’s fourth club 
would, of course, become good for 
a diamond discard and declarer 
then could ruff a diamond and 
take the heart finesse in perfect . 
safety. If the club suit were 
found badly divided and dummy’s 
fourth club did not stand up for 
a discard, declarer always could 
ruff and then try the heart 
finesse, 

True, this method of play would 
land declarer. in dummy, so that 
even if the heart finesse were suc- 
cessful, he would be unable to re- 
turn to hig hand for a second 
finesse. But surely that would be 
nothing to cry about, since a suc- 
cessful heart finesse would mean 
that declarer had no heart loser 
and would, at the worst, merely 
have to concede a diamond trick.

HEN Gladys Reed put herself 
W arc her beauty shop staff in 

shorts she thought it was a 
bright idea, but an inspector from 
the cosmetology division of tHe 
State: Board of Health didn‘t think 
so. She and her three girl em- 
ployes were ordered to put their 
skirts on. 

Miss Reed, a woman of few and 
simple words, told the inspectay, in 
effect, to go jump in the lake. She 
and her girls continued to wear 
the shorts and there was a row 
over it which finally reached the 
seat of high authority at Jefferson 
City. 

The State Board of Health, 
meeting to discuss the problem, ex- 
pressed disapproval of the shorts, 
but took no positive action to com- 
pel Miss Reed t6 discontinue their 
use. Miss Reed interpreted this as 


a victory for dress reform on the. 


beauty shop front. 

Miss Reed’s idea grew out of the 
boredom of wearing uniforms of 
the required washable material all 
the time and seeing her assistants 
looking like nurses. She pondered 
the problem and came to the con- 
clusion that shorts were the an- 
swer. They would be comfortable 
and economical. There would be 
a saving on stockings and slips. 
She mentioned it to the girls. They 
thought it would be swell. She 
even told an inspector who hap- 
pened along that she was thinking 
of putting herself and her girls 
into shorts and encountered no dis- 
sent. So the orders went in for 
the shorts. 

The customers, mostly women, 
arched their eyebrows at first. It 
was slightly unusual.

just one thing — we have taken 
their appetite away.” This occurs 
indiscriminately, whether children 
are in a good condition’ of nutri- 
tion or not. In fact, the principle 
cause seems to be a psychological 
factor of over anxiety on the part 
of the parents to see the child 
stuff itself. 


Certain fundamental principles 
in regard to children’s diet should 
be kept in mind: A child needs 
about one gram of protein per 
pound of ideal body weight a day. 
According to-.this, a 10-year-old 
child would require approximately 
70 grams of protein daily. 


ONE QUART OF milk will sup- 
ply half of this, an average serving 
of lean meat will furnish 12 to 18 
grams of protein, an egg, six 
grams; a large dish of oatmeal, 
about four grams, and three slices 
of bread, about three grams. This 
will total the desired amount. 
Sugar and starches are a ready 
source of energy and are useful 
for general body activity. The cal- 
cium requirement is estimated at 
one gram per day, This may be 
obtained from one quart of milk, 

It was found by Dr. Clara Da- 
vis of Chicago, that when she 
started with infants who were 8 
months old and who had been ex- 
clusively breast fed that if they 
were allowed to select their own 
diet from a table covered with 
cooked and raw foods, they did 
very well. They indicated the foods 
they wanted by pointing to them, 
They very seldom mixed foods and 
never added sygar although it was 
on the tray.
